PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


This column is to give the reader 
an idea of what Physical Education 
is and for what it is used. 

Physical Education at both high 
schools is a required course for 
boys who meet twice a week in the 
gym for 42 minute periods. One 
period is devoted to health instruction 
formal gymnastics, and the other is a 
labortary period for various games, 
and sports as taught in the in- 
structional period, Two credits are 
given for satisfactory work and 
boys get a_ physical examination 
during the school year. 





In the reguiar gym period the 
boys get a physical examination 
twice a year. The instructor re- 


cords his age, height, and posture. 
an attendance 


Each boy recieves 
number and is put in a squad of 
eight boys. In each period there 


are four to six teams on the floor 
with a captain in charged of each. 
These teams compete in various 
athletics during the school year, 

Each pupil is assigned a combin- 
ation box locker which corresponds 
with a dressing locker for his street 
clothes. 


The classes in posture correction 


have pictures taken called silhouet- 
teographs. These are taken of the 
school year. For side inspection 
the boys are marked for head for- 
ward, flat chest, round, hollow, or 
flat back, and pelvic tilt.. For back 
inspection the boys are marked on 


low shouldtrs, scoliosis doral or 
valnar, hip high, and degrees of 
fat feet. Great care must be take- 


en to assure each boy getting the 
exercise that he needs. This class 
meets every two weeks for one per- 
iod. 
Pupils do need corrective

The most essential part of a 
camera is the lens and its shutter, 
There are three types 
that are used today; Meniscus Rec- 
tilinear, and Anastigmat lenses, 


It is very important that you 
keep your camera and lens from 
getting injured in any way, there- 
fore it should be kept in a carry- 
ing case or the original box in 
which it came. 


There is a right way and a 
wrong way to clean a lens. The 
right way is as follows. Take a 
piece of lens tissue or a clean hand- 
kerchief and rub lightly on the 
lens in a circular motion. If you 
ean still see dust particles on the 
lens and you can not remove them 
from the outside, you then remove 
the back of the camera and clean 
the inner lens in the same manner, 
being careful not to hurt any of 
the mechanism.

In New York there are restaurants 
cafeterias, and lunchbars of all price 
ranges but for the vistor who has 
but a small amount of money, The 
Horn and Hardart “Automats” pro- 


| vide a fairly inexpensive meal with 


their added novelty. For an inex- 
pensive breakfast, Nedlick’s have 
a special: one glass of orange drink, 
one cup of coffee and two doughnuts 
all for one thin dime. Both the 
Automat and Nedlick’s may be found 
throughout central Manhatten 
Subways transport the largest 
share of people in New York City.

‘Honor Rolls at Rindge this year have necessarily been affected 
by the inroads made on the student body by boys leaving for de- 
fense work or to enter the armed service of the United States. Of 
the 1679 boys entering school in September only 1450 remained at 
the close of the third marking period. 

In spite this noticable dropping of students the Honor Roll for 
the 3 upper classes has increased from 81 to 89 boys. The Senior 
Class’which has dropped from 284 in September to 266 at the pre- 
sent time; lost 4 boys—dropping from 33 to 29. 

On the other hand the Juniors placed 13 more boys in honor 
position going from 44 to 57 boys. 

The class leaders are as follows:— Raphael La Sala again leads 
the P. G.’s, and has raised his percentage from 82.5 to 86.6.— 
Roland LaRoche still leads the Seniors with the same percentage 
as last time, 85.—George C. Tibbets comes up from 10th place on 
the Second Honor Roll to lead his Junior Class with 87.5 percent, a 
gain of 5.9 points over his 81.6 mark of last time.

Each section of Washington has 
its own schools but I go to the Me- 
Kinley High School (three miles a- 
way) because it is the Technical 
School. Military training is com- 
pulsory by an act of Congress. The 
‘Assistant Superintendent of schools, 
Dr. Holmes, is a graduate and for- 
mer teacher of Rindge. 

The subjects I now take are: 
Chemistry, Intermediate algebra, 
English and Electrical Laboratory.

The Bill of Rights, guardian 
of our fundamental rights and civil 


liberties, struggled to be recognized | 


in the beginning of our history. 


When the Constitution was drafted | 


in 1787, a proposed Bill of Rights 
was rejected, However, the states 
feared that the government might 
abuse its powers as the 


ten amendments were added to the 


Constitution but were not ratified | 


until 1791. 


In 1898, the Sedition Act prohib- | 


ited the people from saying, writing 
or publishing anything 
the government that might 
“malicious” or ‘“scandalous’’, 
was a direct violation of the 
of Rights andit greatly aroused the 
people. Thomas Jefferson was elect- 
ed on a platform pledged to revoke 
this act. 

After many differences had been 
smoothed over, this young republic 
became a haven. for the oppressed 
immigrants who flocked to this land 
of freedom and opportunity. Here, 
they learned the meaning of the 
Bill of Rights, Here, they could 
worship God in their own way. 
Here, they could speak out with no 
fear of being thrown irto jail. Later, 
when World War 1 broke out and 
the United States entered to protect 
its Democracy, many of these im- 
migrants went to fight because they 
loved America and all for which it 
stood. They had learned what the 
Bill of Rights meant to them, 

The Bill of Rights denied in early 
history, finally turned out victorious- 
ly. This Bill of Rights will always 
stand for the rights of the people. 
The Bill of Rights can never be re- 
voked, for it contains the cherished

alienable.
